Functional Screen Eligibility Calculated Date From First
Screen Version

The LTCare Functional Screen Universes have been updated to include a new date object to assist with
retroactive rate calculation and other utility functions. This object is the date the first screen version for a
given recipient screen order was submitted for eligibility determination and is available in all four
Functional Screen Universes.

Functionality of the new objects:

As stated above this date represents the Eligibility Calculated date for the first screen version of a specific
screen order. The below table shows a fictional sample scenario:
